Mitt's tax returns

Prop- 
erty and lives were lost. The incident 
commander explained that, even though 
they had performed to the best of their 
ability, they all felt a sense of failure, 
that they had let us down. 

But the enemy they fight knows no 
surrender, so those forced to retreat, 
however heavy their hearts, were soon 
back on the lines. It doesn't get any 
more heroic than that. 

Who could possibly contrive to 
make their jobs more difficult? 

What about the developers who 
designed and built houses that went up 
like torches, with roads ill-suited for 
evacuating the area? 

And the public officials who 
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endorsed the plan? As far as I am 
concerned, they have blood on their 
hands. I wonder if they feel a sense of 
failure. 

The shocking events of June 26 
reminded me of a 1999 news story. 
The fire chief and the fire marshal 
testified that the proposed develop- 
ment of Stratmoor Forest — 100 acres 
in a heavily wooded area, with only a 
single access road — was a disaster 
waiting to happen.

You might be surprised to learn the Colorado Springs Urban Renewal 
Authority, an obscure unit of municipal government, will meet Wednes- 
day, July 25, and decide whether to fund a $62 million data center deal. 
The complex, multi-layered deal works like this: 

1) Developer Vince Colarelli has 108 acres of pastureland along Foun- 
tain Creek, near the southern boundary of Colorado Springs. 

2) At CSURAs request, City Council declared this land "blighted" last 
year, presumably because a former owner failed to transform the cow pas- 
ture into a golf course. 

3) Colarelli would like to build up to a half-dozen data centers on the 
property, but you can't just plop a data center down on any random pasture 
— you have to build appropriate infrastructure. 

4) The infrastructure, as defined in the proposal before the CSURA 
board, will cost $62 million. Colarelli says he has an investor who will 
provide cash on the front end. CSURA will sell bonds in $10 million incre- 
ments as the project is built, paying 

back the investor (who stands to make 
a nice 8 percent return on his loans!). 

5) It's an urban renewal site, 
therefore eligible for tax-increment 
financing (TIF), meaning the cost of 
^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^ improvements will be paid for by the 

increase in property tax generated by 
the improvements. Once the infrastructure is in place, Colarelli is confi- 
dent that national companies will be eager to participate. 

The deal is documented in 31 pages of impenetrable legalese titled 
"Vineyard Redevelopment and Reimbursement Agreement." You may 
think CSURA is part of city government, since its members are appointed 
by Mayor Steve Bach, and Council decides TIF eligibility. Because of the 
Taxpayer's Bill of Rights, voters must approve these borrowings, right? 

Nope. According to the agreement, "an urban renewal authority is not a 
local government and therefore is not subject to the provisions of [TABOR]." 

Colarelli is contributing the land, with a "total certified assessed value" 
of $59,300. Granted, it's a pretty junky piece of ground, but $549 an acre? 
Inside the city limits? 

"That's what the assessor says," said CSURA administrator Jim Rees, 
"so that's the value we have to go on." 

Doesn't matter. Colarelli's the developer, and the lower the assessed 
value, the greater the amount that can be applied to the TIF. He'll probably 
do fine on the deal, even if it goes south. Meanwhile, the general contractor 
will receive a 5 percent "overhead and profit" fee on more than $15 million 
of scheduled work. There's also a 6 percent "construction contingency" 
cost. Other eager recipients are in line to share the booty. 

• Land cost for roadways: $4.2 million. Vineyard LLC will receive $4.2 
million from bond proceeds to build roads within the 108 acres that will 
enhance the property's value. CSURA bonds will fund this strange transac- 
tion. Remember, the whole 108 -acre parcel is assessed at only $59,300. 

• Utilities facility site purchase: $2.4 million, for a biomass plant that 
may or may not be built. Environmentalists, rejoice! 

• University of Colorado at Colorado Springs workforce program: $4.5 
million, keeping the eco-devo and higher-ed folks happy! 

You wonder whether the attorneys and investment bankers who work for 
the Authority have vetted this deal. Profit, if any, will flow to the devel- 
oper, while CSURA assumes the risk. The last such deal, $55 million in 
bonds to help finance University Village Colorado retail center on North 
Nevada Avenue, is in trouble now. Because of project revenue shortfalls, $8 
million in bonds are in default, and may be joined by $47 million more. 

Since then, Bach has replaced five of the board members, so this deal 
may be more carefully scrutinized. 

It should be, because another defaulted CSURA deal might have last- 
ing effects on the ability of the city and Utilities to tap bond markets. The 
city wouldn't have to make good on the defaulted or restructured notes, but 
municipal bond buyers don't like this kind of stuff. Neither do rating agencies. 

The result: higher borrowing costs, impacting us as taxpayers and rate- 
payers. But if everything works out, we'll have a great development, a 
bunch of new jobs, happy bond investors ... and a very solvent developer.

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Perhaps the most diplomatic first step here should be to offer this obser- 
vation: During the Waldo Canyon Fire, it was evident that Mayor Steve 
Bach handled himself respectably. 

Surrounded for days by unprecedented crisis, Bach had the chance to 
display his leadership on repeated occasions. Along with others at the many 
briefings, Bach kept his composure and said the right things. He didn't 
crack publicly under the constant stress that weighed on everyone. 

Though just a year into his mayoral tenure, Bach appeared to show rea- 
sonable instincts and represented the city well in dealing personally with 
not only the governor but even the president. Surely, he accepted the help of 
top staffers who had fire experience. 

All that said, it has become increasingly obvious that many aspects didn't 
go well for the city, particularly how the fire assessments were used and 
how the evacuation procedures were managed. Let's not forget the cold 
truth: Two people died, and 345 homes were destroyed. 

Could the destruction have been minimized, and the deaths prevented, 

by a more aggressive, rapid approach to 

building a fire defense before it reached 
Queens Canyon? Should officials have 
ordered full evacuation of the north sec- 
tion of Mountain Shadows much earlier 
on Tuesday, if not even Monday evening? 

Read the lengthy, accompanying 
investigative news story by Pam Zubeck 
(starting on p. 12), and you'll likely agree 
^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^h that both of those answers are yes. 

Bach refused to grant an interview for 
that story. Instead, he issued a news release last Friday saying he was aware 
of questions and that the city would be conducting a thorough review of the 
fire -related operations. But it's clear he doesn't expect a negative report. 

There's a better way to undertake the internal investigation. More on that 
later. But nobody should dodge the media as we check out the issues and 
uncertainties. That's our role, and our responsibility to our readers. To pursue 
stories in the fire's aftermath, asking uncomfortable questions, is essential. 

We're not suggesting that anybody did anything illegal. But there were 
lethal consequences. From what we've seen and heard, many lessons need 
to be learned. Mistakes and miscalculations took place, unintentional yet 
still worth noting, analyzing and trying to avoid in the future. 

Just don't try to tell us, or anybody in the media, that we should take 
it easy on city government and give Bach's staff a chance to assess what 
happened in the fire. It's fairly obvious from the earlier reporting that the 
Colorado Springs Fire Department at least initially felt it handled every 
situation as well as possible and that the evacuation decisions were appro- 
priate. We've also heard it said that the Waldo Canyon disaster was a once- 
in-a-lifetime occurrence, suggesting that perhaps there's little if any need to 
consider it an educational opportunity. 

All we have to do is look at the city's other subdivisions built into the Front 
Range hillsides, some even apparently with covenants expressly prohibiting 
removal of trees or underbrush around homes, and we can't help but assume 
that something like this could — and will — happen again. Not decades from 
now, but at any moment during a summer as hot and dry as this one has been. 

Perhaps the mayor might consider a different approach, making sure to 
avoid a whitewash. He could appoint a special panel from other Front Range 
cities, with much firefighting experience but no direct ties to our fire depart- 
ment, to undertake that review. Let the panel interview everyone involved, 
from the prominent Forest Service folks like Rich Harvey and Jerri Marr 
to the city and county officials. This should happen quickly, before memo- 
ries fade and the urgency slips back into apathy. By acting in the next few 
months, a panel's conclusions and recommendations would carry much more 
weight, such as demanding a better plan of action, planning and training. 

At the same time, the city should consider taking a closer look at regula- 
tions for those developments in fire-threatened areas (including, by the way, 
Mountain Shadows as chunks of it are rebuilt). In light of climate change, 
and how quickly the Waldo Canyon Fire turned into a horrific, house-eating 
monster, we should think about the need to be more proactive. 

That's why lots of good questions are coming now. And they deserve 
good answers.

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Seeing through the haze 

A month after the Waldo Canyon Fire began, records raise more questions about early decisions

Colorado Springs for years has had 
agreements with surrounding fire 
departments that allow the city to call 
on them when needed. 

But many of those resources sat idle 
for days leading up to Tuesday, June 
26, when the Waldo Canyon Fire blast- 
ed into Mountain Shadows to claim 
345 homes and two lives. 



given more time to escape their Moun- 
tain Shadows home that day. 

Bach declined an interview request 
last week, as did Fire Chief Rich 
Brown, Deputy Chief Steve Dubay 
and Emergency Management director 
Bret Waters. But Bach asserted in a 
press release Friday "his strong belief 
that, based on all current information

Though Mayor Steve Bach said two 
days before, "This is obviously some- 
thing beyond the resources of any one 
agency," commanders waited until 
fire poured over ridges onto homes on 
Tuesday before seeking help from vari- 
ous neighboring departments. 

Perhaps those outsiders could' ve 
helped clear flammable material from 
houses in harm's way, or covered Colo- 
rado Springs Fire Department stations 
so more local personnel could head 
west. But the city isn't making itself 
available to explain. Nor is it answer- 
ing myriad other questions, such as: 

Why weren't more city resources 
fighting the fire in its early days, or at 
least mitigating nearby properties? 

Why were other resources turned 
away, back when the fire was relatively 
small? 

Why did the city not evacuate north 
Mountain Shadows and Peregrine resi- 
dents sooner ("Inside the nightmare," 
July 4) — or, as the Denver Post 
reported Friday, as soon as a predeter- 
mined "trigger point" was hit? 

In short, was the city prepared for a 
fire that officials have long predicted 
was inevitable? 

They're legitimate questions in light 
of the loss of property and two lives. It's 
not unreasonable to think Barbara and 
William Everett would have survived if 



available, the Colorado Springs Fire 
and Police departments did everything 
humanly possible, as soon as possible, 
to aid and assist all of our citizens." 

No one doubts that firefighters 
performed spectacularly in Mountain 
Shadows, confining the fire to one 
subdivision. But fire operations reports 
and other records suggest fire com- 
manders knew they had a beast at the 
door, and said so — often — well 
before the homes burned. 

Deploying resources 

U.S. Forest Service and El Paso 
County Sheriff's Office records 
obtained by the Independent describe 
an aggressive fire that moved steadily 
to the north, northwest and northeast. 
On its first day, Saturday, June 23, 
operational plans written by a Type 3 
Incident Command team of county and 
federal forestry officials cited "extreme 
fire behavior" and identified Mountain 
Shadows as an area of concern. 

On Sunday, Incident Command offi- 
cials noted they hoped on Monday to 
keep the fire "west of 1-25" and identi- 
fied the entire western boundary of 
Colorado Springs from U.S. 24 at 31st 
Street north to the Air Force Academy 
as part of their "control operations." 

By early Monday, the day federal 
officials took over with a Type 1 team, 



the fire had grown to 3,600 acres. The 
Haines Index — a measure of rapid 
forest-fire growth potential — stood 
at 6, the highest possible rating, as it 
would the next day. 

The city, according to a report writ- 
ten Saturday night, had 25 apparatus, 
including three from Utilities, assigned 
to the fire Sunday. Sunday night's 
report showed 24 total city apparatus 
assigned for Monday. 

In a document time-stamped 6:30 
p.m. Monday, Incident Command 
officials wrote, "Potential for extreme 
fire behavior with rapid rates of spread 
and high resistance to control." It listed 
Mountain Shadows and the Air Force 
Academy as among the "values at risk" 
for the coming 24-hour period. 

The nightly Incident Command 
report, outlining operations for Tuesday, 
was equally foreboding: "SW winds 
will test the line," it said, referring to 
the area from Cedar Heights to the 
Black Canyon quarry south of there. 

The Incident Command team pro- 
vides intelligence on fire behavior, 
trajectory, weather predictions and the 
like, and serves as a coordination point 
for local jurisdictions. But it doesn't 
tell local jurisdictions what to do: how 
many trucks to deploy, where to deploy 
them, etc. In city limits, those deci- 
sions are left to the city. 

According to the same Monday 
night report, the city cut back its appa- 
ratus to 18, including Utilities crews, 
for Tuesday. Twelve were assigned to 
the Cedar Heights area. 

With city officials not granting 
interviews, they can't contextualize the 
reduction, or explain why those Incident 
Command numbers appear to differ dra- 
matically from the city's own account of 
how it deployed its resources. 

In Fire Department deployment 
records obtained by the Independent 
under the Colorado Open Records Act, 
the city says it had 32 of its 73 fire 
apparatus assigned to the fire as early 
as Saturday afternoon. The number 
would jump to 43 as of 10:52 a.m. 
Tuesday — when the city told Cedar 
Heights and South Mountain Shadows 
evacuees they could briefly return. The 
return was cancelled a short time later. 

At 1:40 p.m., when the city issued a 
pre-evacuation notice to north Moun- 
tain Shadows and Peregrine, it had cut 
its assigned units to 40. By 4:30, as fire 
poured into the city and Bach issued 
an impromptu evacuation notice during 
a news briefing, the number was 37. It 
was bumped back to 43 at 5:15. 

But many of those assigned units 
remained elsewhere, according to GPS 
coordinates of the apparatus provided 



by the city. Maps made using the coor- 
dinates of the apparatus assigned to the 
fire at approximately 5:15 p.m. reveal 
that 12 were east of the interstate, and 
four more were nowhere near the fire. 
The same is true of the preceding days. 

Calling for backup 

In the Denver Posfs July 20 story, 
federal Type 1 team Incident Com- 
mander Rich Harvey said Queens Can- 
yon quickly was identified as a "trigger 
point" for evacuation. 

"If the fire becomes established in 
there, there is no good containment, no 
good place for making a stand between 
Rampart Range Road and Colorado 
Springs," Harvey told the Post, adding, 
"There are no roads, no trails, no natu- 
ral barriers. That was obvious to us." 

Radio recordings note that at 2:27 
p.m., Tuesday, June 26, a firefighter 
reported flames had caught in Queens 
Canyon. At 2:40, the same firefighter 
said there was fire "getting down into 
the bottom of the canyon." 

Harvey said he didn't know why the 
evacuation order wasn't announced at 
that point. No one locally has spoken 
to that issue yet. 

On July 16, before city officials 
stopped talking, Fire Chief Brown 
stressed to the Independent that evacu- 
ations were a city call: "It's our juris- 
diction," he said. But he didn't say who 
actually made the decision. 

Brown also said Dubay was his main 
link to Harvey's Incident Command 
team: "Everything that had to do with 
the city, [Dubay] would call me and say, 
'Here's what we're thinking about this, 
we need resources for this or that.'" 

El Paso County Emergency Opera- 
tions Manager Jim Reid spent 18 hours 
a day in the command post agency 
representative room. He says Dubay 
was at the post, but spent little time in 
the room. 

Monday morning, Reid says, the fire 
was clearly moving toward the city. 
"They [Type 1 Incident Command 
team] focused on Queens Canyon 
and Cedar Heights pretty strongly," 
Reid says in an interview. "Then they 
pounded Queens Canyon with slurry. 
That would have been a clue that [the 
city boundary] was an issue, but I can't 
speak to what [city officials] thought 
or knew. I would say Monday would 
be the time we saw evidence it would 
cross into the city. 

"Not having an agency rep in the 
room, we didn't know what the city 
was doing. I thought they had evacuat- 
ed on Monday. I remember where Bach 
came out and said, 'You gotta get out.' 
I thought they were already out." 
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When the flames blew in, the city 
sought help within a 70 -mile radius. 
But those resources had been available 
all along under mutual aid agreements 
among counties and municipalities. 

Among the first to get a call on Tues- 
day, at about 4 p.m., was Falcon Fire 
Protection District Chief Trent Harwig, 
who says a city battalion chief asked for 
"everything you got." 

Falcon sent two engines and seven 
people: "They wanted us to send more, 
but we couldn't," he says. 

They stayed on the fire until July 1, 
putting in 694 man hours. "The fact is, 
we're not going to not respond," Harwig 
says. "I mean, if the city is burning up, 
we're gonna go." 

Same goes for the Fountain Fire Depart- 
ment, which got a call at 5:37 p.m. and sent 
one engine, which arrived at the Garden 
of the Gods Road staging area at 5:53, Fire 
Chief Darin Anstine says via e-mail. 

Pueblo County got a call at 6 p.m. ask- 
ing for "as many engines as we could 
send," says Pueblo County Sheriff public 
information officer Lisa Shorter. Nine 
engines and a water tanker truck arrived in 
Colorado Springs at 11:04 p.m., she says. 

Noel Perran, fire chief of the Broadmoor 
Fire Protection District, had been monitor- 
ing the fire with help from a 24/7 sentry 
posted in The Broadmoor hotel's tower. 

"I saw the pyrocumulus cloud at 4:53 
p.m. [Tuesday]," Perran says. "I became 
very concerned and took a photo of it. 
I was concerned about what was going 
on with the top of crowns and it running 
down into Mountain Shadows." 

At about 7 p.m., he called Springs Fire, 
offering help. "Five minutes later, they 
accepted," he says. A brush truck and 
foam truck arrived in Mountain Shadows 
at 8:50, Perran says. 

Denver firefighters also came, but Denver 
officials didn't return calls for this story. 

Turned away 

Jerry Schnabel wanted to help, too. 
He's president of Transit Mix, whose 
quarry near Cedar Heights was evacuated 
on Saturday, June 23, by Forest Service 
workers. The next day, Schnabel returned 
to the quarry to make sure the equipment 
— a dozer, two loaders, a grader, water 
truck and an excavator — was fueled and 
had keys. He then visited a fire post. 

"I told them, Tf you want this equip- 
ment, I'll have drivers here in 20 min- 
utes,'" he says. At that time, the fire was 
one canyon and two ridges from his prop- 
erty — a 1,000-yard distance his drivers 
could traverse in 15 minutes. 

"They run that equipment every day," 
he says. "They know that terrain. I think 
they could have made fire breaks better 
than anyone."

Schnabel says his employer at the 
time of the Galena Fire in 1988 in South 
Dakota that burned 16,788 acres sent four 
dozers that helped create a fire break. 

This time, he says, "[Forestry officials] 
said we weren't qualified and didn't have 
40 hours of [firefighting] training." 

While the Forest Service must follow 
certain rules when it comes to contracting 
firefighting equipment, the city isn't under 
the same restrictions; it could put dozers to 
work in the city. 

One of Schnabel's vice presidents, Mac 
Shafer, e-mailed Bach's office on Sunday 
with the same offer. Shafer says he got 
a phone call Monday from a man at the 
mayor's office. "He said, 'We're evaluat- 
ing.' If they needed something, they would 
be in touch," he says. "I never heard from 
them again." 

Later that 
day, Sch- 
nabel went 
to a news 
briefing and 
again offered 
to use his ^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^ 
equipment to 

work a fire break atop the quarry. He says 
he received "a very official Thank you, 
but we don't need your help.'" 

Transit Mix's chairman had approved 
use of the equipment, accepting full 
liability, Schnabel says. "It wasn't about 
liability," he adds, "it's about, we've got a 
problem here and we're willing to help." 
He adds that fire personnel could have 
joined his men in the vehicles' cabs to act 
as advisers, if officials desired. 

After four rejections, Schnabel assumed 
commanders had the fire in hand. "These 
guys are the professionals," he says. "Our 
job is to stay out of their way." 

The next day, Schnabel says, he saw 
police screaming evacuation orders in his 
Mountain Shadows neighborhood. He lost 
his home. 

"Had they attacked the fire Saturday 
or Sunday [with his equipment], I think 
it would have been different," he says, 
noting that he knows of others who also 
offered equipment and were turned down. 
"By Tuesday morning, it was all over. 
They had resources they didn't use." 

Knowing the score 

Certain city folks are clearly well- 
equipped to oversee a wildland fire. Dubay 
has 580 hours of wildland fire training. 
Battalion Chief Jim Schanel, who led the 
Mountain Shadows battle, has 500 hours 
and has fought wildland fires nationwide. 

But it's a different story for Fire Chief 
Brown and Deputy Fire Chief Tommy 
Smith, the latter of whom appeared at 
press briefings and called the Mountain 
Shadows evacuation "spot on." 




Of Brown's 
1,269 docu- 
mented train- 
ing hours 
since 1993, 
45.5, or 3.6 
percent, have 

been labeled wildland fire training. Smith 
has logged 22.5 hours of such training, or 
1.2 percent of his total. 

As for emergency exercises, Waters, 
the Emergency Management director, has 
been involved in, or led, numerous drills. 
The city held or participated in 13 drills 
in 2011, five of which dealt with wildland 
fire. Three of the exercises were wildfire 
evacuation drills — in Rockrimmon and 
Broadmoor Bluffs, and also in Mountain 
Shadows, where 40 of 54 households 

included took 

part. 

This year, 
the city has 
held four

fire specifically. And as for a full-scale 
city evacuation plan, officials have been 
unable to produce one since an Indepen- 
dent request made July 6. 

Since taking office in June 2011, Bach 
has participated in one exercise, called 
the "Mayor's Training — Emergency 
Management," on Oct. 17, 2011. The other 
participants were Brown, Waters, Police 
Chief Pete Carey and Bach's director of 
economic vitality and former fire chief 
Steve Cox, city records show. Records 
don't state whether the training involved a

wildland fire scenario. 

"It's very important for [elected offi- 
cials] to understand their role in providing 
support to the technical staff and also 
be able to effectively manage the situ- 
ation," El Paso County Administrator 
Jeff Greene says. "When you go through 
training, you play the role of elected offi- 
cial, of an Incident Commander, how you 
deal with media, how you make recom- 
mendations on allocation of resources. It's 
a very detailed process. 

"Commissioner [Amy] Lathen was just 
commenting yesterday, it really influenced 
her role in this Waldo Canyon event." 
Four of five county commissioners have 
attended FEMA's Emergency Management 
Institute in Emmitsburg, Md., he says. 

For Bach's communications director 
Cindy Aubrey, who attended the Broad- 
moor Bluffs training in October 2011, the 
training didn't initially seem pertinent to 
her job. "I thought, T'm never going to 
use it,'" she said last week. 

Perhaps it's all fodder for the "after- 
action review" planned for days ahead. 

"We want to learn all we can from an 
event like this," Bach said in the state- 
ment issued Friday. "Our dedicated first 
responders performed superbly. We will 
continue to look at improving where nec- 
essary and building on our strengths."

Just as Incident Command can'ttell local fire departments whatto do, it can't order 
evacuations within local jurisdictions. Tim Johnson, public information officer with the 
federal incident management team, has said that inside city limits, "ultimately, it's the 
mayor" who makes an evacuation call. 

But under Colorado Springs city code, the fire chief can also order evacuations and is 
responsible for fire scenes. He or she is even given authority, with the mayor's approval 
or his own initiative if the mayor is not present, to order buildings "blown up ... for the 
purpose of checking the conflagration." 

The fire chief also appoints the director of emergency management, who along with 
the police chief rounds out the quartet empowered by city code to order evacuations. The 
director of emergency management has responsibility for citywide emergency manage- 
ment activities, and is charged with requesting additional resources from mutual aid juris- 
dictions, according to code. The director also develops an emergency operations plan. 

The city's most recent Emergency Operations Plan was adopted in 2007, after Emer- 
gency Management director Bret Waters stated in a memo to city management: "The 
E0P defines emergency roles, responsibilities and actions that are necessary for a 
coordinated and effective response."

The race to watch 



Local Dems hold one state House seat, and Republicans are making a strong play for it

In El Paso County's sea of political 
red, Democrats have only a few, 
small islands of purple that they can 
hope to win. 

Rep. Pete Lee occupies one of those 
islands. The Democrat was elected in 
2010 in the state House district that 
covers much of downtown Colorado 
Springs, Old Colorado City and Mani- 
tou Springs. HD 18 is one of two House 
seats, out of eight in the county, that a 
Democrat has held in the past decade. 




Political newcomer Jennifer George 
hopes to flip House District 18 to red. 



And Republicans want it back in the 
worst way. 

"It goes without question that they 
are gunning for this district," says 
Michael Merrifield, the Democrat who 
held the seat prior to Lee. "Ever since I 
took that seat, they've been determined 
to take it back. They were furious that 



they lost this seat." 

This time, Republicans are banking 
on newcomer Jennifer George. 

According to the latest campaign 
finance reporting filed with the sec- 
retary of state, as of the end of June, 
George had raised $76,000, outpacing 
Lee by around $30,000. 

"The feedback has been overwhelm- 
ingly supportive," George says of her 
campaign. "We are united in wanting 
this seat." 

Enter the contender 

George, a 45 -year-old political neo- 
phyte who says she has never been 
involved in the local party, comes to the 
race with a background in law, business 
and nonprofits. She and her husband, 
Jeff, moved to the Springs in 1995 from 
Dallas. They are both attorneys. She 
landed a job locally with the law firm of 
Sherman and Howard, but quit after two 
years to raise her daughters. 

"I was trying to figure out how to 
straddle family and business life," she 
says, "and I had to create my own way 
to do that." 

So she took her experience as an 
employment lawyer and started a con- 
sulting operation that, in part, assisted 
businesses in preventing workplace 
discrimination and harassment. She 
did that for 10 years, then found herself 
drawn into the nonprofit community. 
She currently serves on the board of 
Discover Goodwill and volunteers with 
Silver Key Senior Services and Care 
and Share Food Bank for Southern Col- 
orado, among others. She also served on 
the board of the Colorado Springs Fine 
Arts Center for seven years, including 
stints as vice-chair and chair. 

George tends to avoid the social 
issues. On her website, she makes no

reference to the usual conservative 
tropes, such as civil unions. 

"I spent my professional career deal- 
ing with and trying to prevent workplace 
discrimination," she says. "Although 
I believe that the voters spoke on it in 

2006, when they 

voted, and we have 
that constitutional 
amendment to deal 
with, I am person- 
ally not opposed to 
civil unions." 

George is refer- ^^^^^^^^^^ m 
ring to the 2006 state constitutional 
amendment effectively banning gay 
marriage. Regardless, this is clearly 
not the issue she wants to discuss. 

"I am coming from outside the polit- 
ical arena," she says. "I am a business 
candidate. My issues are economic, 
and fiscal, and smart-government, and 
get the economy moving in Colorado." 
Those issues concern voters, she adds. 

'Gut-wrenching' issue 

Lee, likewise, believes the economy 
and jobs are the most prominent of his 
constituents' concerns. 

"And that's where I've had my focus 
for the past two years," he says. "That, 
and restorative justice." 

Lee's first year at the state Legislature 
was marked by passage of his restorative 
justice bill, facilitating conversations 
between victims and offenders. However, 
his second year, when his bills dealt with 
economic issues, was filled with defeats 
in the GOP-led House. 

Take, for example, Lee's bill that 
would have given preference to Colo- 
rado companies bidding for state con- 
tracts. The bill, known as Buy Colo- 
rado, he says, would have addressed 
the roughly $750 million to $1 billion 



the state invests annually in contracts 
with out-of-state companies. 

"Why contract with a company out 
of New Jersey," he asks, "when you 
have a Colorado company employing 
Colorado workers who will spend their 

earnings in Colorado 

businesses?" 

Another portion of 
the bill recognized vet- 
eran-owned companies 
in the state contracting 
process. 

^^^^^^^ m "It is absolutely the 
most gut-wrenching issue that we are 
facing, getting the economy turned 
around," Lee says. "And to play politics 
with that, to me, is just intolerable." 

Playing politics, he claims, because 
House Republicans killed the bill. "I 
was specifically told that I would have 
a difficult time passing legislation," he 
says, "because it was a political year." 

To George, whose economic ideas 
tend toward the traditionally conserva- 
tive, Lee's bill was just too costly. 

"Any kind of preference, it drives 
up the cost. If you read the fiscal 
notes to the legislation proposed, they 
recognize that from the start that it 
could drive up the cost of doing state 
business 5 to 7 percent" on certain 
contracts, she says. "The state govern- 
ment's role is to do state business as 
efficiently as possible with taxpayer 
funds. And that's not efficient." 

As to Lee's claim that the Repub- 
licans killed his bills last session for 
political reasons, George responds, 
"Successful bills in a bipartisan Leg- 
islature are powerful. ... They weren't 
the right solutions at the right time. So 
it just sounds whiny to me."

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Testing patience 

Why the Department of Revenue is driving more customers crazy

The Department of Revenue's 
Motor Vehicle Office was jam- 
packed, again, early on July 13. 
Despite its posted 93 -person maxi- 
mum capacity, more than 110 custom- 
ers filled the room. 

Others, defiant of the heat, had 
taken their numbers back to their 
parked cars. Logan Sitar, Dumitru 
Marandici and two friends chose a 
middle route: sitting down outside the 
waiting room, on the DMV floor. 




It's a typical day at the DMV, waiting hours until you're called. 



Sitar wanted to test for his commer- 
cial driver's license. Marandici, there 
for the sixth time in two months, 
sought a state ID. They had been 
waiting for 3¥z hours, and still had 
about 60 people ahead of them. 

"It's terrible," said Sitar. 

And it's common at 2447 N. Union 
Blvd. Multiple visits to the facility 
over the past two months suggest the 
Department of Revenue is setting new 
lows in a checkered history of cus- 
tomer service. 

Only one man is allowed to talk 
on the matter, and he initially chalks 
the problems up to only one thing: 
the season. E-mailing in response to 
multiple requests for comment, public 
information officer Mark Couch puts 
it this way: "Summer is the peak time 
for driver's license applications and 
renewals." 

However, Couch provides data to 
contradict his assertion. 

In June, the Union Boulevard loca- 
tion gave 457 tests, fewer than the 515 
in March and 513 in May, and even 
below the average of 486.6 for the 
five months prior to June. Similarly, 
the number of documents issued in 



June — 5,545 — came in below the 
five -month average of 5,623. Numbers 
aside, there's a lot more at work here 
than just customer demand. 

Something wrong? 

While the state runs the Union 
Boulevard office, El Paso County 
runs offices on Garden of the Gods 
Road; Cascade Avenue; farther north 
on Union Boulevard; and off Powers 
Boulevard, at 5650 Industrial Place. 

But these 
offices only 
offer license 
renewals, not 
driving tests or 
new licenses. 

And in that 
sole function, 
they have 
competition. 
Many people 
are eligible to 
renew their 
licenses 
online, and 
more and 
more are 
doing so. In 
the fiscal year 
running from 
July 1, 2011, to 
June 30, 2012, 
about 162,000 
driver's licens- 
es and IDs 
were renewed online; that's up from 
110,860 in 2010-11, and only 21,597 
in 2009-10, according to the depart- 
ment's annual reports. 

So perhaps it should be no surprise 
that at 10:38 a.m., Thursday, July 19, 
none of those county offices were too 
busy. According to the county website 
— which offers a convenient option 
where you can track wait times at 
all four county offices — wait times 
ranged from two minutes to 16 min- 
utes. At 3:35 p.m. on Monday, July 23, 
times ranged from 11 minutes to 33 
minutes. 

There is a document intended to 
better spread the workload, but it's 
collecting dust. 

A 2009 Memorandum of Under- 
standing between El Paso County and 
the DOR allows the county to offer 
services such as administering driving 
tests and issuing new licenses. But the 
decision is left entirely to the county, 
and the county has been reluctant. 

El Paso County's funding of motor 
vehicle operations comes solely from 
local taxes and fees — no money 
comes from the state. And within a 
motor vehicle budget of $3.8 million, 



only about $200,000 goes to driver's 
license operations, according to Tony 
Anderson, the motor vehicle depart- 
ment manager at the county Clerk and 
Recorder's Office. 

So they have to use that money 
wisely. Anderson explains it costs 
most people $20.40 for a driver's 
license, whether new or renewed, and 
the county retains $8 in each transac- 
tion. But when issuing a new license, 
the county has to pay not only the 
desk clerk, but someone to administer 
the driving test. 

"More labor is required to do driv- 
ing tests," Anderson says. "The coun- 
ty doesn't want to lose money." 

Mending time 

Where state offices are, and how 
big they are, Couch explains, depends 
on many factors, like access to 
county services, the distance between 
offices and the number of issued 
licenses. Operating its single office 
in the Springs, he says, costs the 
state approximately $800,000. Couch 
points out that the Legislature has not 
been keen to spend more money on 
DMV locations. 

"The department does not have the 
authority to increase the number of 
offices without funding," he says. 

So for now, there's no relief in sight 
for someone like Theodoran Quest, 
who, after putting in five hours of 
fruitless waiting one day, was four- 
and-a-half hours into his second day 
of trying to test for his license. 

Or, worse, there's what Bryce 
Kear's been dealing with. As Couch 
explains, those who want to take a 
commercial driver's license test on a 
DMV computer have to go through 
the regular line: "The office must 
establish an intake transaction," he 
says, "that checks or creates a cus- 
tomer record and sets up the test on 
the computer." 

The first day Kear tried, he arrived 
at 7:30 in the morning and got into 
the line that snaked around the build- 
ing. 

"Until 3 o'clock, there was nobody 
on the testing machines, and my 
number hadn't been called yet," 
recalls Kear. "The computers [DOR 
statewide, according to the staff] went 
down for long, so I decided to go back 
home." 

The next day, he entered the build- 
ing by 10 a.m. and got the number B 
540. By 11 a.m., the staff was calling 
number B 486. There was still nobody 
on the testing machines.

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City needs money 



The city needs money. Lots and lots of 
it. At Monday's informal City Council 
meeting, Councilors and Mayor Steve 
Bach took in the extent of the problem. 

For starters, the city has $498 million in 
backlogged capital stormwater projects, 
over $86 million "high-priority." The city 
spent about $3.5 million on stormwater 
maintenance this year. Bach says he 
thinks about $15 million a year would be 
more appropriate. Regional leaders plan 
to search for a solution, but as Council 
President Scott Hente said, "At some 
point we're going to have to accept the 
fact that it's going to cost money, and the 
money's got to come from somewhere." 

To preview the 2013 city budget, Chief 
of Staff Laura Neumann says revenues 
should increase by $4 to $5 million over 201 2 
budgeted amounts, but overhead costs 
will increase about $3 million, operational 
costs will increase at least $5 million, and 
the city has millions in unfunded needs. 
"It's kind of staggering," she said. 

Neumann says a streetlight study will 
determine if the city can do with less light. 
Lawyers are looking for a way to switch 
new employees to a 401k plan instead of 
a pension. More savings could come by 
combining city and Utilities administrative 
functions. — JAS 

Lamborn v. Big Bird 

Every hero needs a foil. This tale's hero is 
U.S. Rep. Doug Lamborn. And his foil is Big 
Bird, who has spent his entire life bumming 
around on the streets, living off the largesse 
of government. He doesn't have a job, per 
se, and has contributed little to society 
other than teaching children how to spell. 

Not on my watch, says Lamborn, who 
for years has been trying to force Big Bird 
off the government dole. 

Last week, Lamborn's House colleagues 
sent a clear message to Bird and his friends 
to "fly on your own," as Lamborn's release 
put it. A House appropriations subcommittee 
reduced federal dollars for the Corporation 
for Public Broadcasting, which also funds 
NPR, and to deny CPB's 2015 funding in its 
entirety: $445 million. — CH 

CAB gets enviro OK 

As expected, Fort Carson Garrison 
Commander Col. David L. Grosso has ruled 
that a 1 13-helicopter, 2,700-soldier Combat 
Aviation Brigade due at Carson starting 
later this year will have no significant 
environmental impact. The finding allows 
the Army to proceed with construction 
and infrastructure improvements to 
support the CAB, though many facilities 
already are built. 

As Carson spokeswoman Dee McNutt 
said in March, "The Grow the Army 
EIS [Environmental Impact Statement], 
completed in 2009, included the potential 
to receive a CAB. So, in that EIS some 
facilities were included and started once 
the decision was made in 2011." 



From Carson's release last week: "Any 
activity with the potential to have impacts 
can be mitigated. Fort Carson concludes that 
the Proposed Action is not a major Federal 
action that would significantly impact 
the environment and does not require an 
Environmental Impact Statement." — PZ 

Preserving fire memorabilia 

Colorado Springs Pioneers Museum and 
Pikes Peak Library District are teaming to 
save memories and artifacts of the Waldo 
Canyon Fire for future generations. PPLD 
wants to preserve photos, video, audio 
recordings and memories. The museum 
is also looking for memories, as well as 
artifacts that survived. 

Museum director Matt Mayberry has 
rescued firearms, glassware, a jar that 
once held peach preserves, and a home- 
movie reel with the film scorched out of 
it. Mayberry says that in 50 to 100 years, 
residents "will look back at this as a 
pivotal moment in the region's history." 

Items will be kept in the museum's 
permanent collection, if possible, and 
likely will form an exhibit on the fire's first 
anniversary. 

To participate, fill out forms at ppld.org 
and cspm.org. Employees are following up 
on those contacts. "We've gotten terrific 
response," Mayberry says. "People have 
been very, very generous with their time, 
their memories, their homes." — JAS 

Bad job news for state 

June job numbers are out, and Colorado 
Fiscal Policy Institute says the state's 
unemployment rate increased from May 
by 0.1 percent to 8.2 percent. 

"The June unemployment rate is now 
over 4 percentage points higher than 
when the recession began," the institute's 
report reads, "and puts the Colorado 
unemployment rate even with the National 
unemployment rate." Colorado lost nearly 
7,000 jobs last month, bringing the total of 
jobs lost since the recession hit at the end 
of 2007 to 65,800. — CH 

Secular influence coming 

Colorado's Legislature will face a new 
lobbying effort in 2013. The Secular 
Coalition for America is opening a 
Colorado-based office, focusing on 
lobbying legislators in support of secular 
issues, and opposing bills they see as 
theocratic. The coalition will also take its 
message directly to the voters. 

First upto bat?The coalition says that it's 
concerned with efforts to enact a religious 
freedom amendment. While proponents 
claim that they want to protect the right 
to act on religious beliefs, the coalition 
argues the bill instead is a thinly veiled 
attempt at exempting religious groups or 
people from following the law. — CH

Leaders felt that 
being able to use the Olym- 
pic name in advertising and 
events, and having it splashed 
on a new building downtown, 
was a home run. 
But the mood dampened when 
that USOC deal fell apart 

and (much less glee- 
fully) was rene- 
gotiated. 



Now, community leaders are trying to 
bring back the Olympic excitement — 
and marketing opportunities — with a 
massive Olympic Downtown Celebration 
on Friday, July 27. After eight months of 
steady planning, the festival will coin- 
cide with opening ceremonies for the 
Rocky Mountain State Games and the

Yamaguchi will per- 
form a figure skating demonstration, and there'll be demos from both USA Hockey 
and USA Curling. Plus, Christopher with Puppets, a former contestant on the FOX 
talent show 30 Seconds to Fame, will also skate here with 
his four life-size puppets.

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In other words, it's going to be a big- 
ass party. 

It's also going to be a gauge. If all 
goes well, if 10,000 — or even 20,000 
— people show up, 
these celebrations 
could come every 
other year, coinciding 
with the Olympics, or 
even every year as a 
general celebration. 
Perhaps it could be a 
statewide draw. 

For now, local lead- 
ers are holding their 
breath to see if their planning produces 
golden results. 

Long time coming 

Ron Butlin, Downtown Partnership 
executive director, remembers talking 
about an Olympic-themed event long 
before the USOC came downtown, when 
he worked for Classic Companies. 

"The conversation's been in the works 
for a long time at different levels," he 
says. "...We kept talking about, 'What is 
a way to get Olympic Committee more 
involved, more engaged?'" 

In fall 2011, city officials, including 
Mayor Steve Bach, were ruminating 
on the same subject. Donna Nelson, 
just hired as the city's economic vital- 
ity specialist, was charged with making 
something happen. She ended up working 
alongside Butlin, Colorado 
Springs Sports Corp. CEO 
Tom Osborne, and USOC 
representatives. All agreed 
to have the event coincide 
with the Olympics and 
State Games ceremonies. 

"We just kind of started 
pulling together a team 
of volunteers to put this 
together," Nelson says. 

Butlin's downtown group 
took the lead money-wise, 
spending $75,000, and 
the Downtown Business 
Improvement District shelled out for 
downtown beautification. The city offered 
in-kind support and emergency services. 
The USOC has covered certain extras like 
the acrobatic team and BMX show, and 
used its clout with NBC to arrange the 
downtown broadcast from London. 

U.S. Figure Skating, meanwhile, 
secured Yamaguchi, a 1992 gold medalist 
who has since made a name 
for herself in the nonprofit 
world. Atkins came free, 
without any pleading, in the 
wake of the Waldo Canyon 
Fire. (Donations will be 
taken for firefighters at the 
show.) The Sports Corp. 
delivered another way to 
bring in more athletes. 

"It's the same night that 
the State Games are in town, 
and thousands of athletes," 
Osborne says. "It just all 
came together." 



"If this is wildly successful, then we'll do it again," Butlin 
says. "If it spins off some other [events], it would be great." 

The Downtown Development Authority has invested in upping 
the city's sports cred by serving as a major sponsor of the USA 

Pro Cycling Challenge, and now dropping 
cash on this event. Butlin hopes the Olym- 
pic event will attract a regional following to 
downtown: "A lot of the merchants are hav- 
ing a sidewalk sale Friday afternoon coincid- 
ing with this party," he notes. 

He also hopes that the festival gets nation- 
al TV coverage, showing the nation that 
Colorado Springs stared down the Waldo 
Canyon Fire and is still beautiful. 

Other partners seem eager to make the 
Olympic celebration a regular event. That includes the USOC, 
trying to prove itself an active community player. 



The USOC has already made low-key efforts to thank the 
city. Its executives are required to serve on nonprofit boards. 
Employees are paid for a day each year in which they do com- 
munity service. Then there are luncheons, sporting events and 
the occasional donation to a city cause. 

USOC spokesperson Mark Jones, reached in 
London, says the USOC is willing to do more. 

"We're certainly absolutely willing partners," 
he says. "But obviously this relationship is not 
limited to one day every two 
years."

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Windrider Film Forum encourages city-wide harmony 
with an Australian blockbuster that 'speaks to everyone' 

Tragedy has a way of bringing folks together — for a while. In the past month, the Waldo 
Canyon Fire has catalyzed relief efforts from the entire city, and Will Stoller-Lee, direc- 
tor of the seven-year-old Windrider Film Forum, wants to keep the love flowing. 

"I thought, 'Man, what's gonna happen is this sorta love-fest we got going on now, it's 
not gonna take very long to go back to the way it was,'" he laments, '"where the issues that 
divide us are kind of front and center and we forget about this moment where as a commu- 
nity we came together.'" 

Stoller-Lee believes the 2011 film Red Dog, the first of two weekend showings that com- 
prise this year's Windrider, is just the thing to sustain our rush of perspective. 

"I thought a movie thattalks about community might offer an opportunity for us as a com- 
munity to say, 'Y'know, we're always going to have stuff that divides us, and yet ... what are the 
things we can take from [these moments of unity] and maybe change the tone of our debates?'" 
Red Dog — Australia's answer to Balto — is the titular pooch found wandering the mining 
town of Dampier, endearing himself to a lonely place that needs a mascot and a friend. With 
heart-wrenching goodness and loyalty, he pulls viewers to the highest emotional peaks and 
weepiest valleys. Butthe balance is nearly perfect. 

"[It] seems to be one of those rare films that speaks to everyone," says director Kriv 
Stenders from his home in Sydney. 

This year's Windrider represents perhaps the only chance you'll have to view Red Dog as 
it was meant to be seen. While in Australia it grossed more than $24 million (in U.S. dollars) 
atthe box office and became the third-best-selling DVD of all time, it hasn'ttranslated well 
overseas. Showings at select theaters in New Zealand and England were met with critical 

warmth but cooler revenue numbers. As a result, the North 
American distributor has adopted a straight-to-DVD model, 
with even a limited silver-screen release in doubt. 

And yet, with an 86 percent score on Rotten Tomatoes and 
more filmfest awards than shrimp on a barbie, Red Dog might 
be more the victim of marketing failure than anything else. 

"The film isn't so much about a dog — it's about a com- 
munity," says Stenders, adding, "The dog is this point of 
commonality around which they rally." 

Leaving the screening, you're compelled to embrace 
your dog, and your fellow man. Which is exactly what 
Stoller-Lee wants to see. 

"After a month of dealing with all the difficulty of the fires, 
it's OK to have sort of a cathartic release of laughter and joy ... 
You don't always have to have a very intellectual, serious look 
atthings to still have an important discussion."

A local teen lifts Memorial's skate park to another level

Batman fans got so baneful over a few 
negative reviews of The Dark Knight Rises 
that rottentomatoes.com had to shut down 
its user comments.

ince 15-year-old Jono Schwan moved to Colorado Springs from Melbourne, Australia, two 
years ago, he's been up to a few things. 
He started the nonprofit Sk8-Strong, pitched City Council on securing a mini-ramp and vert 
ramp for Memorial Park Skateboard Park, and raised about $55,000 to make it happen. 

Next on his agenda: the ramps' grand opening this Saturday, which will make Memorial Park 
Skateboard Park the only public park in the nation with professional-level facilities for all four 
skating disciplines: street, a style that uses paved surfaces with curbs, handrails and stairs; 
super park, with various platforms and ledges; bowl, essentially pool skating; and vert, skating 
on a version of a half-pipe (Schwan's favorite). 

"I was kinda raised that way with all the skate parks in Australia, so when I came over, the 
only vert ramp in Colorado had closed after I only had a few sessions on it," says Schwan, 
referring to Woodward Denver Park, which closed in March 2011. Instead of accepting the loss, 
he began a project for his nonprofit. 

With donations raised through Sk8-Strong, he purchased the park's 7-by-40-foot mini-ramp 
and 13 1 /2-by-56-foot vert ramp, then dismantled them and transported them to Colorado Springs 
with donated assistance from Fort Carson's 32nd Transportation Company. 

"I felt like there was something missing in the skateboarding community, so I wanted to bring 
my love to this park and show other people what vert skating is all about," Schwan says. 

The nearly two months of construction that followed has seen more 
than 800 hours of volunteer work, 350 of which were spent on dismantling 
and relocation. Brad Fallentine, owner of Innovative Construction, person- 
ally donated hundreds of hours to rebuilding the ramps, a task he says is 
more difficult than building them from scratch. 

Beyond the grand opening, Schwan has also organized the Destroy 
the Bowl Jam, an open bowl competition. The top four skaters will 
qualify for World Cup Skateboarding's Rocky Mountain Rampage in 
August, with a total of $15,000 in prizes up for grabs.

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Here outside Peterson Air Force 
Base's gate, I'm not sitting at just 
another average Thai joint. There's 
something special about this place, 
and it starts with this red curry 
roasted duck ($8.50), swimming in 
velvety coconut-milk broth infused 
with the sweetness of pineapple 
chunks and a floral aroma and flavor 
of kaffir lime leaves. It's game, cit- 
rus and sugar — a mouth-hammer of 
rich delight. 

If I ever come up for air, I might 
cry a little, or call home, or more use- 
fully, ask myself why I haven't heard 
about this place until now, nearly a 
year after its opening. (WTF, airmen? 
You could write, you know.) 

As it happens, it was finally a 
soldier friend who tipped me off. He 
was right to compare Thai Guy to 
Arharn, another Powers-corridor Thai 
stalwart, against which all locally 
should be measured. And at least in 
the curry department, Thai Guy can 
hang, if not blow 



own bowl for cootie-less sharing. 

We quadrupled down on the coco- 
nut milk on one visit with chicken 
green curry, pork Panaeng, Masaman 
and a seafood curry (all $7.50 a la 
carte), each a model of its style, save 

for the most 

minor of griev- 
ances that the 
Masaman could 
bear more pea- 
nut flavor, and 
the green curry 
more basil. 

The seafood 
curry, showcas- 
ing mussels, 
white fish hunks ^^^^^^^^^^h 
and surimi sliv- 
ers, also yields pineapple sweetness, 
as well as pinches of sugar and salt to 
enhance that sweetness in the broth. 
The green curry interestingly subs 
long bamboo cuts for the traditional

mother and super-friendly 
employee of shy owner 
Exkaphan Ritta — says 
she uses at home in the 
dish. The Panaeng has no 
dominant flavors outside 
its curry base, which is 



a touch hotter than the others and 
simply wonderful. And the Masaman 
benefits also from the vibrant citrus 
edge of lime leaves. 

Leaving those largely superior cur- 
ries behind, one can also opt for stir- 
fried plates like beef broccoli ($7.50) 
or cashew chicken ($7.95), which are 
totally fine but more in the realm of 
Chinese food, really, and certainly 
less exciting. Thai spring rolls ($1 
each) are also fairly classic in execu- 
tion, with ground pork bits, glass 
noodles and cabbage filler, but they 
capture too much residual frying oil. 
(A Mae Ploy dip does help sweetly 
cover the error.) 

Thai Guy's Lahb (commonly 
spelled Larb and Laab too, $7.95), 
however, is bulletproof, with gener- 
ous mint and cilantro leaves creat- 
ing a fresh canopy over my lime- 
drenched ground beef, requested 
and delivered hot. Epperson forgot 
to take a temperature request on our 
papaya salad ($7.95) and delivered 
it damn near Thai hot — made with 
two chilies, she said. I was in fire- 
lipped heaven, while my girlfriend 
suffered her one bite. Accompanying 
grilled chicken skewers were deli- 
cious, stand-alone-worthy treats. 

Which left us with that one dish 
you can't not get at any Bangkok 
booster: Pad Thai ($7.95), ours 
ordered medium with shrimp, but 
delivered mistakenly with chicken. 
Even with the flub, the dish ranked 
among the better renditions in town 
— not blow-my-mind like the duck 
curry, but moist and peanutty and 

eggy enough, amply 

portioned like every- 
thing else, and sat- 
isfying under a lime 
squeeze. 

Overall, Thai Guy 
gives the impres- 
sion of clean cook- 
ing, leading with 
stainless steel wall 
borders, simple 
^^^^^^^^m wooden booths 

and a restrained 
amount of Thai art on cream-colored 
walls; leaving out the MSG; using 
sugar wisely and sparingly, even in 
a beautifully under-sweet Thai iced 
tea ($1.89); and letting the curries and 
herbs imbue their inherent boldness 
into dishes to bright, fresh effect. 

Whether it grants you a culinary 
freak-out I can't guarantee, but show 
me a more fruitful duck hunt, at least, 
and I just may shed those tears.

Italy revisited 



The former Antonio's Italian Restaurant 
space at 4475 Northpark Drive, most 
recently a Broadway Deli, will see new life 
breathed into it when La Bella Vita Ris- 
torante Italiano (260-4730) opens July 30. 

Owners and longtime friends Tiziano 
Cestari and Giuliano Casulli grew up in Italy 
and carry decades of restaurant experi- 
ence into the venture. Casulli, hailing from 
Southern Italy and stepping into the execu- 
tive chef role, has owned a successful 
Italian eatery in Arlington, Texas, for nearly 
30 years. Cestari, hailing from the Florence 
area and playing GM here, entered res- 
taurants at age 9, later attending culinary 
school and working in England, Holland, 
Italy and fine dining spots in Texas. 

Cestari says the from-scratch menu, 
which includes homemade fresh pastas, 
combines both Northern and Southern 
Italian cuisines. Past daily fresh fish and 
pasta specials, look for signature dishes 
like a Tuscan-style beef sirloin steak and 
jumbo crab-topped beef tenderloin in 
brandy cream sauce. Homemade desserts 
include panna cotta, cannoli, profiteroles, 
creme brulee varieties and tiramisu. 

With entrees between $8 and $15 at 
lunch and $12 and $32 (with included soup 
and salad) at dinner, Cestari says, "Our 
goal is to be casual fine dining ... We want 
to show Colorado Springs that Italian cui- 
sine isn't all about sausage and meatballs." 



Barrel-age it 



Former Trinidad Brewing Company and 
BierWerks brewers Jeff Aragon and Brian 
Horton have contracted as independent 
consultants with partner Dave Hudson on 
Paradox Beer Company (106 E. Village 
Terrace #100, Woodland Park, 686-8081), 
a barrel-aged, bottle-conditioned brew 
endeavor that by late August will produce 
750-milliliter bottles in the $8 to $12 range. 

Paradox is contracting with Pikes Peak 
Brewing Company; the latter is providing 
the base wort (the sugar-containing liquid 
drawn from the grain mash process) for 
the "fermentation project." Paradox will 
then ferment the wort in special square 
vessels, making a variety of beers from 
the same base liquid. They'll include an 
American pale ale and two amber-Saison 
versions aged in Chardonnay barrels. 

Aragon says he and Horton have been 
playing with barrel aging since their time 
at Trinidad, when they used Stranahan's 
Whiskey barrels. He says there's noth- 
ing unique with the process, that most 
breweries have a small side project going, 
and bigger names like Jolly Pumpkin have 
become renowned for their woodwork. 

But one unique angle with Paradox is 
its location: around 4,000 square base- 
ment feet of the former Tweeds furniture 
store. Look for a small, winery-esque 
retail and tasting room in the near future, 
and possibly a taproom later, as well as a 
perk-promising membership club.

Blue Spruce Juice is a 
light one that uses the Colorado state tree as its main 
flavoring agent and, wow, does it have flavor. If you can 
get past the almost-vicious blast of fresh spruce and the 
very earthy, powerful taste, this thin 5.3-percent ABV 
ale settles into a mellow and surprisingly pleasant beer. 

A different "wow" comes in the more filling, 8.1 per- 
cent ABV Rum Raisin Stout, almost the perfect dessert in 
a glass. Pushed on nitro, this rich and creamy concoction 
is just sweet enough, without being over the top. Great 
Storm's brewers were trying to create a beer you'd want 
to drop a scoop of ice cream into, and they've achieved 
it; try it as a float with a scoop of Blue Bunny Premium All 
Natural Vanilla for $1 more. — Steve Hitchcock

From 9 a.m. to 1 p.m. on Saturdays, the Margarita 
lends its superb shaded patio not only to the Colorado 
Farm & Art Market, but also to a handful of its own 
foodstuffs. After filling your cloth tote with produce, 
meats and baked goods at the market below the 
adobe eatery, it's advisable to hit said patio for live 
music over a Bristol beer or house margarita. 

And then, the food: A basket of chips and fine house 
salsa ($2.50) before you gnaw into excellent pork tacos 
($3 each) or a superior pork brat ($5.50), both sourced 
from CFAM member Larga Vista Ranch. Smother your 
sausage with caramelized onions and/or sauerkraut 
garnish, plus vibrant, house-ground mustards — the 
red-hued cayenne one rocks. The slow-baked, seasoned 
pork sees a quick grill reheat; top them with a juicy corn- 
cabbage slaw and/or tomatillo salsa, plus jalapeho sliv- 
ers and mozzarella cheese.

Back East is one of the best bars in the city. And it's 
not because of some arbitrary TV count, or how many 
inches of wall are covered with athletic impedimenta, or 
the number of happy-hour specials — though all those 
figures are high.

These culture- and language-cross- 
ing characteristics certainly make 
The Intouchables an easy film to like. 
So do the performances, especially 
Omar Sy as an ex-con barely looking 
for a job to keep his unemployment 
benefits coming. It can get too cute at 
times, but at least you don't have to 
slog through any of the usual issues 
or hurdles found in most black-and- 
white-relationship movies. 

After spending some time in 
prison for a robbery, Senegalese- 
born ghetto dweller Driss (played 
by Sy) heads to the filthy-rich part 
of Paris to get his unemployment 
forms signed by Philippe (Francois 
Cluzet), a quadriplegic millionaire 
who uses a wheelchair after an 
accident and is looking for some- 
one to take care of him. Much to 
his surprise and disappointment, 
Driss is hired as Philippe's full-time 
caretaker. Suddenly, the poor, pot- 
smoking, old-school R&B fan finds 
himself in a brand new world filled 
with the very best of everything. 

The pair's mutual attraction is 
immediate. Driss takes his new job 
seriously, but not too seriously. He 
encourages Philippe to live a little 
and not wallow in self-pity, an atti- 
tude Philippe clearly appreciates, 
since everyone else either tiptoes 



Philippe's tastes in classical music 
and fine art; Philippe delights in 
having Driss dress him like "a 
chick." But as Driss starts to genu- 
inely care for Philippe, they become 
close friends, introducing one 
another to their respective worlds. 
They go to the opera, they get high, 
and they call up some questionable 
girls for massages. 

The Intouchables, which is based 
on a true story, is essentially a 
buddy flick, with one difference: 
We actually get to see why these 
two seemingly incompatible men 
would get along and, more impor- 
tantly, we come to understand how 
they become such close friends. 

Even when the movie occasion- 
ally goes soft — just wait until a 
Hollywood studio gets its hands on 
the rights for a remake — writers 
and directors Olivier Nakache and 
Eric Toledano ground the story in 
the very real pain gnawing at both 
characters: their family and love 
lives are fractured, torn and com- 
plicated. By the time the opening 
scene works its way back into the 
final stretch of the movie, prepare 
to be moved. It's the perfect end to a 
perfect relationship.

Beasts of the Southern Wild (PG-13)

When it comes to movies, "buzz" 
is a potentially game-changing 
and potentially heartbreaking phenom- 
enon. And Beasts of the Southern Wild 
has felt both sides of the equation.

At this year's Sundance Film Fes- 
tival, Benh Zeitlin's debut feature 
erupted from its first public screen- 
ing with rapturous response that 
made it the must- see entry in the U.S. 
Dramatic Competition. The adora- 
tion carried Beasts to a Grand Jury 
Prize victory in the festival's awards, 
a theatrical distribution deal and 
eventually out into the wider world, 
where it was pounced upon with the 
inevitable "overrated" backlash that 
seemingly awaits every beloved pop- 
culture creation. 

But what if the more reasonable 
path lies somewhere in the middle? 
What if Beasts of the Southern Wild 
heralds the arrival of a gifted film- 
maker, wrestling with a story that 
tries to do too much? 

It's easy to understand the appeal of 
the film's first act, which introduces 
us to the world of 6 -year-old Hush- 



(Dwight Henry), in the absence of her 
mother. But there's a wider, tight-knit 
community in the place known as 
"The Bathtub," one that's full of cel- 
ebration and life despite the apparent 
poverty, and Zeitlin explores it with 
often fascinating imagery, a hypnotic 
blend of stark hand-held realism and 
visions of ancient, almost mythologi- 
cal creatures. 

He's also navigating the tricky 
waters of a child's-eye view, which 
always presents the potential for 
mawkishness and shallow emotional 
appeal. Yet there's always a tough 
edge even to situations that could 
have been rote tear-jerkers, like 
Hushpuppy carrying on conversations 
with her absent mother, represented 
by a left-behind basketball jersey. 

Wallis captures something differ- 
ent from simple threatened innocence 
in Hushpuppy, a toughness conveyed

by the character's simple desire to 
leave behind some evidence to his- 
tory that she once existed. 

Beasts of the Southern Wild is so 
compelling as a character study that 
it's somehow disappointing when it 
veers into obvious allegory. A violent 
storm leaves The Bathtub largely 
underwater, and for most of the 
film's middle section Zeitlin begins 
spinning a stylized re -imagining of 
the post-Hurricane Katrina Lower 
Ninth Ward. 

Hushpuppy and Wink search for 
survivors in a pickup truck bed con- 
verted into a motorboat; Wink and 
his friends turn their frustration at 
their situation into possible violence; 
Hushpuppy and Wink find them- 
selves forcibly relocated to a refugee 
facility. The story begins to sprawl 
in a variety of directions, leading to 
a sequence where Hushpuppy and a 
few of her young schoolmates head 
out to see, and ultimately find them- 
selves on, a floating brothel. It's an 
ambitious collision of the symbolic 
and the literal that reaches for more 
than it can reasonably grab. 

That approach proves most frus- 
trating once Beasts finally narrows 
its focus to the relationship between 
Hushpuppy and Wink. 

There's a unique dynamic at work 
as the father — suffering from a life- 
threatening illness that's never specifi- 
cally named — offers little emotional 
comfort and seeks mostly to impart 
fundamental survival skills, like how 
to catch a fish with your hand and 
how to tear into a crab. But Wink too 
often becomes a hazy, representational 
figure, not the flesh-and-blood man 
whose scenes with Hushpuppy are 
intended to provide its heart. Beasts 
falters when it fails to be a story about 
people, and instead becomes about a 
situation that people need to endure. 

What remains are individual imag- 
es that grip you with their startling 
power: a festival of fireworks; Hush- 
puppy staring down the manifestation 
of the primal threats the residents of 
The Bathtub face; a final march of 
survivors that seems like a demonstra- 
tion of supernatural collective will. 

At a festival like Sundance, where 
innovative visual storytelling is 
sometimes in short supply, it's easy 
to understand why Beasts of the 
Southern Wild felt like a revelation. 

And with a few months of dis- 
tance, it's easier to see how a film 
that reaches for greatness, however 
noble the attempt, isn't quite the 
same as a film that achieves it.

Uncommon sense 

David Wilcox on Zen and the art of songwriting

Whatever your avocation, doing it professionally 
for a quarter- century ensures an apprecia- 
tion for the craft involved. Longtime folkie David 
Wilcox feels for his songwriting like someone long 
in its employ, accustomed to its social rituals and 
seasonal cycles, and dependent on the familial feel- 
ings it evokes. 

"I have this ability to suddenly feel really blissful 
— a song can take me all the way there, not just to 
who I was, but sort of to the person I might become 
if I really open my heart and see things differently," 
says the Asheville, N.C., singer-songwriter. 

Wilcox has released 14 studio albums over the 
years, beginning with 1987's The Nightshift Watch- 
men. It wasn't so much that he wanted to be a singer, 
as that he felt a certain 




His three-album run 
on A&M concluded 
with 1994's some- 
what over-produced 
Big Horizon, which 
broke into the lower 
reaches of the Bill- 
board 200. 

From there it was 
away from pop and 
major labels toward the 

indies and the embrace of the folk genre, broadened 
and emboldened by O Brother's success. Over the last 
decade, he's grown into a circuit mainstay. His songs 
are frank and often witty, such as "Little Fish" off his 
latest, 2010's Reverie.

peace listening to and 
being involved in music. 
He gravitated toward 
this sense of connection, 
and the possibility that 
he could speak honestly 
and directly about what 
mattered to him. 

"There was always a

and really intimate. I just figured I would find my 
tribe," says Wilcox when asked about his attitude 
going into that first record. "If you are trusting that 
you are speaking to people — rather than pleasing 
an industry — it makes you write as if you really 
respect the listener, not only their time, but their 
intelligence, and you're not going to just spin some 
cliche rhyme." 

Striking a nerve 

That sort of "long game" approach has made 
Wilcox one of the most respected figures in the folk 

movement. Of course, he got a 
boost when his second album, 
How Did You Find Me Here, 
was picked up by A&M in 1989. 
He'd been hustling it for a while 
and sold tens of thousands at 
shows and out of his car trunk 
even before A&M came around.

psychic wounds, as a doctor warns: "You atrophy the 
longer it stays." 

The happy man 

For his next album, Wilcox says he's seeking out 
friends' input for the final song selection. To that end, 
he's giving them a few dozen tracks divided across 
two CDs that he's labeled as A-list and B-list songs. 

"It's really funny because I've given it to eight 
friends so far, and they all come back with com- 
pletely different lists. Like T think these are labeled 
wrong. The B-list songs are way better,'" he chuckles. 
"There are a lot of songs I say, T put this on there but 
I would never record it.' And they ask why, and I say 
because the persona in that song is a total asshole. 
And they say, 'We love you Dave. We already know 
you're an asshole.'" 

Clearly Wilcox has found friends as honest and 
witty as he is. But as happy as he is with his life, he 
laments how the industry has changed. Of course, he 
notes that his son isn't going into music despite being 
"far more talented." 

"He's just smart. He realizes that everyone he 
knows has never bought any music, ever," says Wil- 
cox. "Then again, it may be the best thing that could 
happen to music because only people who have to do 
it — who really love to do it — would do it."

rouser when his cleverness hits a nerve, Wilcox 
swears he's not trying to change the world. 

"I'm not singing to enough people for that to be 
a valid reason; I would probably quit if I ever just 
looked at the numbers," he says with a laugh. "The 
thing that saved my life about music was, here was 
this place that, because it was so public, it could be 
unbelievably private. You could be more revealing 
than you could with your best friend. People were 
talking about their weaknesses. They were confessing 
their darkest sins and it was just this trust." 

Wilcox's greatest gift is his ability to sing with an 
earnest, almost matter-of-fact quality that's usually 
reserved for friends having beers on back porches as 
they reflect on life's twisting path. On the alternately 
thoughtful and amusing "Sex and Music," he notes 
that "What you are going to get out of them both is 
just what you put in." Like a keen conversationalist 
he's able to turn an experience with a broken arm's 
plaster cast ("Cast Off") into a metaphor for untended 



Wilcox knows why he's one of the latter. 

"I do what I do because I love the writing and I 
love how it enriches my life," he says. "The songs 
that I'm singing every night are the songs that I need 
— not to learn how to play, but to learn how to live," 
says Wilcox. "Each time I play the song it reminds 
me that I could really see the world this way."

Cowboy Dave saves the day 

The former FortyTwenty frontman settles down in the Springs

Sometimes you have to create your 
own mythology, and Cowboy Dave 
Band frontman Dave Wilson knows 
how to do it with droll panache. 

Grab a copy of Saddle Up, Pal, the 
band's 2009 debut EP, and give a listen 
to the "Cowboy Dave Theme Song." 
Graced by the baritone twang of an 
electric guitar that echoes Johnny Cash's 
"Ghost Riders in the Sky" and Steve 
Earle's "Guitar Town," the song cele- 
brates the heroic deeds of its title charac- 
ter and includes a mid-song skit in which 
all parts are voiced by Legendary Shack 
Shakers frontman J.D. Wilkes (including 
the classic Dudley Do-Right dialogue, 
"You must pay the rent ... I can't pay the 
rent . . . You MUST pay the rent . . ."). 

So is Wilson surprised that more 
musicians don't have theme songs? 

"Well yeah, for sure, to me it seems 
obvious, right?" says the recent Colo- 
rado Springs arrival, who'd previously 
fronted Lincoln, Neb., cowpunk pur- 
veyors FortyTwenty. "My opinion is that 
everyone in life needs a theme song. 
But it is kind of embarrassing to have to 
write your own. I've approached many 
other people to write me a theme song, 
but no one else was up for the task." 

Home on the range 

After the members of FortyTwenty 

parted ways, Wilson 
and his wife started 
looking for a new 
stomping ground. 
"When you're in 
Nebraska, Colorado 
is where you come

for a long weekend vacation," says the 
musician, who rolled into town a year- 
and-a-half ago and quickly assembled a 
new band that includes former members 
of the Railbenders, Slim Cessna's Auto 
Club, and the Honky Tonk Hangovers. 

The Cowboy Dave Band — with 
Glenn Taylor on pedal steel, Scott John- 
son on upright bass, Andy Walters on 
drums, and Adam Stern on electric gui- 
tar — made its local debut at the Crys- 
tola Roadhouse, but has since focused 
on playing gigs around the Denver area, 
where the rest of the band members all 
live. And while Wilson admits that "the 
Front Range's newest hard-swingin' 
honky-tonk group" may still be a little 
too alt-country for those who'd rather 
line-dance to Kenny Chesney hits, the 
sound is still more traditional than what 
he played in FortyTwenty. 

"There was kind of a yin and yang 
between my straight-laced classic 
country and the drummer and upright 
[bass] player, who had long played in 
punk bands together," says Wilson of 
the cowbilly band whose slogans ("Pur- 
veyors of Fine Music," "So Country, 
It'll Make You Puke") were similarly 
schizophrenic. "It would be me with my 
cowboy hat and my shirt tucked in, and 
the bass payer with his Mohawk, spin- 
nin' around and jumpin' on his flame- 
painted bass and yellin' swear words 
into the microphone. We tended to play 
everything a little too fast." 

So while FortyTwenty had its retro 
qualities — right down to a moni- 
ker borrowed from the most popular 
John Deere tractor of the '60s and 




'70s — the 
band wasn't 
sufficiently 
country for a 
lot of crowds 
encountered 

on tour. Wilson remembers one country 
dance-hall show in Ponca City, Okla., 
that led to a confrontation over the right 
and proper way to play Merle Haggard. 

"We got about midway into our set 
and busted into 'Okie From Musk- 
ogee,'" he recalls. "And we had a little 
old lady come up to us right in the 
middle of the song and start yelling at 
us for playing it too fast." 

It was an odd reaction, given that 
"Okie From Muskogee" isn't exactly 
the weepiest tune in the Merle song- 
book. "Right?" says Wilson, still mys- 
tified. "We took a little creative liberty 
and sped it up a bit, yeah. But it wasn't 
'Silver Wings' or anything." 

Buck in the blood 

While he was once surrounded by 
ex-punks, Wilson says he himself isn't 
really an ex-anything: "I'm pretty 
much old-school country through and 
through," he says. "It's the kind of 
stuff I grew up with: the Cash and the 
Buck Owens and the Hank Sr. Yeah, 
it's been running in my blood for a 
long time." 

But it was as a University of Nebras- 
ka-Lincoln student that Wilson first 
recognized his calling. 

"I saw a band called BR5-49 in 
1998, and it just revolutionized my 
musical life," he recalls. "It was an

eye-opening experience to have these 
guys onstage dressed to the nines in 
1950s Western duds and playing, you 
know, Marty Robbins and Johnny 
Horton tunes, and having 400 people 
packed into this venue and just loving 
it. A lot of the punk-type crowd was 
getting into that, and it blew me away 
that you could play this awesome old 
real country, give it a little modern 
twist, and have people go nuts for it." 

In addition to writing songs and 
singing them, Wilson handled acoustic 
guitar and fiddle chores for his old 
band, which released a pair of albums 
and was also recruited by Nashville's 
Country Music Television to record 
a set of acoustic songs for its "New 
Voices, No Cover" segment. 

Wilson's current band still plays 
songs from his Fortytwenty days, as 
well as material from the Cowboy 
Dave Band's EP and from a followup 
CD that's about to be recorded. 

Meanwhile, he's hoping the rest of 
the band will take a liking to playing 
down this way. 

"Most of the venues we're playing in 
the state are between Denver and Fort 
Collins," says Wilson. "I'm always the 
one driving north, so it's only right that 
my band has to head down here."

It's ironic that, for her first album of new material since 
leaving Motown, MoZella has collaborated with Brian Holland 
of the famous Holland-Dozier-Holland songwriting team, who 
turned out many of that label's famous hits. The Brian Holland 
Sessions has vintage Motown written all over it. That means 
you get songs like "Hold On" and "Another You," whose 
bouncy pop melodies and tasteful strings evoke immediate — 
and sweet — memories of the Supremes; smooth ballads like 
"Exception" with a bit of snappy Smokey Robinson & the Mir- 
acles swing; and "Baby Save Me," which echoes the dance- 
able pop of early Jackson 5. In fact, MoZella's high-pitched 
voice is not far afield from the singing of a young Michael 
Jackson. Combining classic Motown instrumentation with 
crisp modern production, the album proves Holland hasn't 
lost his songwriting touch and MoZella understands what the 
original Motown sound was all about. — Alan Sculley

Sam Phillips' Martinis & Bikinis was one of the best 
albums of 1994 — a collection of achingly heartfelt pop 
songs from the former Christian rock singer and her then- 
husband, T Bone Burnett, who produced and played nearly 
all the guitars. Critically acclaimed and Grammy-nominated, 
the album contains some classic songs, like "I Need Love," 
while the production hints at the blend that Burnett would 
later bring to records done by artists like Elvis Costello, Los 
Lobos and Gillian Welch, as well as soundtracks of high- 
profile movies such as 0 Brother, Where Art Thou? and Crazy 
Heart. The reissue of Martinis & Bikinis contains the original 
album plus four bonus tracks, including an illuminating string 
quartet version of "I Need Love" and a 2012 take on "Straw- 
berry Road." Those new versions add to what was already a 
fine recording, one that has, without question, stood the test 
of time. — L. Kent Wolgamott

Somewhere between the catchy and quirky pop of They 
Might Be Giants and the stately and, at times, baroque folk- 
pop of the Decemberists, lies the music of Air Traffic Con- 
troller (whose frontman Dave Munro was actually a U.S. 

There's 
also a touch of the B arena ked Ladies on songs like "If You 
Build It" and "Hurry Hurry," which serves as a contrast to 
the more deliberately paced "You Know Me," which mixes 
acoustic pop with deep strains of bass, swirling synthesiz- 
er and big vocals to create an intriguing mix of traditional 
and modern tones.

Curses, foiled again 

A 24-year-old New York man who 
tried to steal merchandise from a Vir- 
ginia Wal-Mart store was thwarted when 
employees retrieved the merchandise 
before he got out the door. According 
to Loudoun County sheriff's official 
Liz Mills, the man fled to a waiting 
pickup truck, got behind the wheel and 
started to drive away with his 46-year- 
old passenger, but the truck's muffler 
"dislodged." When the driver got out 
to fix it, the passenger got behind the 
wheel "and drove the truck forward 
at the request of the New Yorker and 
struck him." Mills added he was hospi- 
talized "in serious condition." He wasn't 
charged, however, because Wal-Mart de- 
clined to prosecute, but police arrested 
the passenger, Robert V. Lyons, for 
reckless driving.

A 42-year-old woman, who police in 
Lynn, Mass., reported was being "chased 
frantically" by a man wielding a large 
kitchen knife, sought safety by running 
into the police station where she "began 
to cower." The man entered and raised 
the knife above her head while punching 
her. Officer Raymond Therrien said he 
grabbed the man's arm and "delivered 
several knee strikes to his midsection" 
until he dropped the knife. Police filed 
multiple charges against Constantine 
Greven, 40.

Unintelligent design 

Louisiana is issuing publicly funded 
vouchers for the coming school year that 
allow thousands of children to attend 
private schools where they will learn 
Scotland's Loch Ness monster is real. 
The schools follow a fundamentalist 
curriculum that includes the Accelerated 
Christian Education (ACE) program, 
which aims at disproving evolution and 
proving creationism. One of its tenets is 
that if dinosaurs lived the same time as 
humans, Darwinism is flawed. 

One ACE biology textbook declares 
scientists are becoming more convinced 
dinosaurs are alive today, explaining 
that the Loch Ness monster "has been 
recorded on sonar from a small sub- 
marine, described by eyewitnesses and 
photographed by others. Nessie appears 
to be a plesiosaur." Another claim is that 
a Japanese whaling boat once caught a 
dinosaur, an event that did occur in the 
movie Godzilla but not in real life. 

Scotland's position is that such teach- 



ing is good for tourism. Nessie expert 
Tony Drummond, who leads Loch Ness 
tours, called it "Christian propaganda" 
and "ridiculous," but urged pupils at 
the Louisiana schools "to come and 
investigate the loch for themselves."

Margo Reed, 54, pleaded guilty to 
stealing $163,582 from three public 
library branches in Yonkers, N.Y., over 
a seven-year period. Reed was respon- 
sible for depositing fines collected for 
overdue books (10 cents for most, 50 
cents for new ones). She said she would 
regularly alter the paperwork with cor- 
rection fluid and pocket the difference, 
usually $100 or more each time. A new 
business manager discovered the theft 
when he observed the alterations, which 
he said were obvious but never noticed 
because everyone trusted Reed as a 
longtime, conscientious employee. "It's 
like no one was checking the checker," 
business manager Stephen Force ex- 
plained. {The New York Times)

To celebrate the end of the term, a pri- 
vate girls school in Sherbooke, Quebec, 
hired hypnotist Maxime Nadeau to enter- 
tain a group of 12- and 13 -year-old girls 
by putting some in a trance while others 
watched. When the show ended, several 
girls in the audience who'd fallen under 
Nadeau' s spell remained mesmerized. 
Nadeau, who received about 14 hours of 
instruction in basic hypnotism, couldn't 
snap them out of it and had to call the 
hypnotist who trained him. Richard Whit- 
bread, who drove an hour to College du 
Sacre-Coeur to release the girls, said he 
found several girls still under the effects 
of "mass hypnosis." He made them think 
they were being re-hypnotized and then 
awakened them. School administrators 
said they learned after the fact that hypno- 
sis isn't recommended for people younger 
than 14 because they're particularly 
susceptible to suggestion. (CBC News)

Medical marijuana news of the week 




'Yes, affirmative' 



Last week, the Truth in Trials Act — a bill 
sponsored by Rep. Sam Farr, D-Calif., and 
endorsed by a host of other representa- 
tives, including Jared Polis, Barney Frank 
and Ron Paul — was introduced in the 
House of Representatives and sent to 
the Judiciary Committee. The bill would 
"amend title 18, United States Code, to 
provide an affirmative defense for the 
medical use of marijuana in accordance 
with the laws of the various States." 

"Any person facing prosecution or a pro- 
ceeding for any marijuana-related offense 
under any Federal law," it reads, "shall have 
the rightto introduce evidence demonstrat- 
ing that the marijuana-related activities for 
which the person stands accused were 
performed in compliance with State law 
regarding the medical use of marijuana." 

It wouldn't change the legality of mari- 
juana under federal law, but as local attor- 
ney Clifton Black puts it in an e-mail, "Right 
now a person being prosecuted in Federal 
court cannot mention 'medical marijuana' 
because it simply does not exist in the Fed- 
eral system." The proposed legislation also 
provides for the protection of evidence. 

"Any marijuana seized under any Feder- 
al law shall be retained and not destroyed 
pending resolution of any forfeiture claim, 
if ... a person with an ownership interest 
in the property is asserting an affirmative 
defense for the medical use of marijuana." 



Keef crumbs 



• Three states that previously allowed 
it — Maine, New Mexico and Oregon — 
were told by the federal government last 
week that indigent patients could no lon- 
ger deduct medical-marijuana expenses 
from their income (for the purpose of 
determining benefits). 

"States that currently allow for the 
deduction of medical marijuana must 
cease this practice immediately," the 
Bangor Daily News quotes Lisbeth Silber- 
mann, with the USDA's Food and Nutrition 
Service, in her letter to the state. 

• At 7 p.m., Wednesday, July 25, Colora- 
dans 4 Cannabis Patient Rights will host 
its first patient meeting at Lofty 's (287 E. 
Fountain Blvd., #100, c4cpr.org). Expect the 
event to repeat on the last Wednesday of 
each month. Also, at 10 a.m., Monday, July 
30, the group will begin its pushback against 
the Fourth Judicial District Attorney. "We 
expect a large turnout as some are travel- 
ing down from Denver to support us in the 
Springs!" says a notice about the "Educate 
Dan May" rally, planned for 105 E. Vermijo St. 

• The Colorado chapter of the National 
Organization for the Reform of Marijuana 
Laws (NORML) has turned over its board 
members in positioning itself to better 
advocate for Amendment 64, the proposed 
marijuana decriminalization measure. New 
members include attorneys Lenny Frieling, 
Ann Toney and Sean McAllister, Sensible 
Colorado executive director Brian Vicente 
and the ACLU's Judd Golden.

New heights for PP Marathon 



For 15 years now, organizers of the Pikes Peak Marathon and Ascent have not 
had to worry about selling themselves to the running world. 
They've simply opened registration for the annual back-to-back races — know- 
ing the fields would fill to the maximum number of entrants allowed by the U.S. 
Forest Service: 1,800 for the Ascent, 800 for the Marathon. They could even over- 
book to account for the few usual no-shows and still have a waiting list. 

That script wouldn't have to change for what's billed (and not argued) as Amer- 
ica's Ultimate Challenge. Pikes Peak has become one of the world's few "bucket 
list" marathons, attracting runners simply because of its unique attributes. 

Yet, those organizers now want to inject new ingredients into the mix, hop- 
ing to attract more world-class competitors and attention. With sponsor help, 
they're adding money — big money by mountain running standards — for the 
2012 Ascent and Marathon on Aug. 18 and 19, respectively. At a news conference 
Wednesday, they'll announce better prize money than ever before. 

• Ascent Bounty: Simply, it's $5,000 for first man to reach the summit in under 
2 hours, or first woman to break 2 hours, 32 minutes. If not achieved, the amount 
will grow $1,000 a year to a maximum of $10,000 for men and women. Run- 
ners can win the "bounty" in either the

Ascent or the first half of the Marathon. 

• Race records: For the Ascent, if a 
male or female winner breaks the race 
record (but doesn't crack the Bounty 
standard), the payoff will be $2,000. 
Current records are 2:01:06 by Matt 
Carpenter of Manitou Springs in 1993, 
and 2:33:31 by Lynn Bjorklund in 1981. 
Last year's winners were Mario Macias 
in 2:08:57 and Kim Dobson in 2:34:07. 

In the Marathon, that record payoff 
rises to $4,000, again for men or women. 
These marks are 4:15:18 by Bjorklund in 
1981 and 3:16:39 by Carpenter in 1993. 

• Prize money: Basically, the money 
doubles, with top Ascent finishers (male 
and female) earning $2,000 for first, 
$1,200 for second, $600 for third and 
$200 for fourth. For the Marathon, it 
will be $3,000 to win, $1,200 second, 
$600 third and $200 fourth. 

• Extras: $1,000 from the Skyrunner 
Federation to the male and female win- 
ners of the Marathon, and $1,000 for the 

fastest ascent time in either the Ascent or Marathon. 

Only a few runners might threaten the race records this year, given the short 
notice of the added incentives. But race director Ron Ilgen believes more world- 
class mountain runners will come in 2013 and beyond. 

"We also want everyone to know that this prize money is not coming out of 
everyone's entry fees," Ilgen says. "It's all sponsorship money." 

This is an admirable step for the event, already one of the world's elite mountain 
races. As Ilgen puts it, the Pikes Peak Marathon shares an attribute with the vehic- 
ular Pikes Peak International Hill Climb "in that both events probably are a bigger 
deal outside of Colorado Springs, even around the world, than they are here." 

That doesn't mean the people in charge want to grow the race. They can't. As 
much as they want to enhance the event's prestige, they're even more concerned 
with maintaining the path up Barr Trail to the top for generations to come. 

Who will be the first to take advantage of the bigger bucks? Obviously topping 
that list is the ageless (actually 48) Carpenter, whose 1993 run is regarded among 
the greatest performances ever in a mountain race. Carpenter has won the Pikes 
Peak Marathon an amazing 12 times, including the past six years, but faces a 
tough challenge this year from Spain's Kilian Jornet, just 24 but already ranked 
first in the Skyrunning World Series. Then there's 32-year-old Max King, the 
2011 world mountain running champion. 

For the women, defending champions Keri Nelson (Marathon) and Dobson 
(Ascent) will face their own groups of local and international opponents. 

This makes one wish we could have live TV coverage of both races, with cameras 
at several vantage points along the way. In fact, that might become a growing possi- 
bility when more of the world's top mountain runners find their way to Pikes Peak.
